Fear of War 
Diminishing, 
Ike Asserts 


By DONALD J. GONZALES 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 W— 
President Eisenhower said today 
that fear of a global war is much 
less now than a few years ago 
despite Red China’s immoral act 
of sentencing 11 U.S. airmen as 
spies. 

But he said the world has not 
yet attained true peace—condi- 
tion which he described as one in 
which major energies are devoted 
not to armaments but to the 
good of all peoples. 


FEAR SUBSIDING 


The President outlined his views 
at a news conference that 
touched on a wide range of sub- 
jects from milk-drinking and 
safe-driving to his troubles with 
Sen. McCarthy and the Chinese 
Reds. 

Asked if he could say chances 
for continued peace are brighter 
now than at any time since he 
took office, Mr. Eisenhower fre. 
plied: 

The free world’s fear of a 
global war has been subsiding 
since 1950 when he went to Eu- 
rope as chief of the North At- 
lantic Treaty defense forces. But 
one must not forget what is 
meant by peace, 

Aa armistice is not peace. He 
thinks of peace in terms of a 
world where there is justifiable 
confidence in-.one’s abilities to 
devote his efforts to the good of 
all peoples and not just to the 
protection of some or to the de- 
struction of others. 


MORALLY BOUND 


That is not. the kind of.a situa- 
tion the world is in now, even 
though the free world’s fear of 
war has diminished. 

The President told reporters he 
believes the Chinese Commu- 
nists are morally bound to re- 
lease all Americans who were 
imprisoned during the Korean’ 
war since the armistice provided 
for the exchange of all prisoners.

But it ill becomes 4 
President of the United States to become 
involved in petty personal quarrels with 
individuals. 

' It ig true that President Eisenhower 
pfobably could have prevented the sen- 
ator’s re-election back in 1952 except for 
bad advice. It is true that, as distasteful 
a$ it must have been, Candidate Eisen- 
hewer had to compromise his debt, his 
thendship and his admiration for Gen. 
George Marshall, in giving McCarthy his 
blessing then. It is true that, even with 
Ike’s blessing, Joe McCarthy trailed the 

P ticket in his own state. 

: There are those who will receive 
pleasure from the fact that the President 
ig now getting what McCarthy has given 
all others who have opposed him. But 
Mr. Eisenhower's greatest fault is that he 
djd not act in time. He must understand 
now, as Sen. Russell so ably put it, the 
McCarthy method is not to defend his 
vjews but to slander and accuse those 
who differ with him. 


‘ But regardless of political affiliation, 
most citizens will resent this attack on 
the President of the United States just 
a$ they resented the attack on former 
President Truman by a member of Eisen- 
hower’s official family. 

In reality, Sen. Joe McCarthy has 
ulter contempt for the democratic proc- 
egses and for the American people. His 
methods and his views are totalitarian. 
The basic battle must be resolved as al- 
ways by the American people, as must 
the cleavage within GOP ranks.

Chester Bowles Offers 


Asian Peace Formula 


Atlanta and Emory University were 
hosts last night to Chester Bowles. The 
former able governor of Connecticut, 
and later our distinguished ambassador 
to India and Nepal, who accomplished 
more than any other of our diplomatic 
representatives in the post-war. years to 
influence Asian peoples toward an under- 
standing of democracy and the confusing 
(because of our political debates) for- 
eign policy of the United States, still is 
deeply concerned that the nation find its 
way to a bi-partisan foreign policy. 

The next five years he believes are 
the critical ones. He does not mean that 
by that time the great issues will be de- 
termined. But he does fear that by that 
time our power to affect them may be 
destroyed, or so enfeebled as to be pow- 
erless, unless we do act forthrightly. 


Japan and India are, he has been 
telling us for a long time, the key to 
Asia. Japan, he notes, seems to be turn- 
ing to the left and India, though demo- 
cratic and anti-communistic, certainly is 
giving close study to what China is doing, 
weighing the results of that system with 
her own. 

Basically, his theory is that we should 
be partners with other nations, not their 
managers. We should, he insists, do things 
with people, not to them. Armies, as we 
gaw in Indochina and in China itself, 
are not enough. The people must support 
the armies. 

Certainly Chester Bowles is our only 


fSmbassador in the Asian field whose ac- 


¢omplishments have been on the plus 
side. The things he espoused in India now 
ere proved successes. His voice is worth 
heeding. 

+ When he says that, no matter how 
Btupid the Republicans have been (such 
is the immature Richard Nixon, for ex- 
Bmple) in accusing the Democrats of 
treason, we still must work toward a bi- 
enpur foreign policy because the fu- 
ure safety of the nation demands it, he 
is right beyond possible contradiction.

Stone Mountain Envisioned 


As Memorial to Confederacy 


Gov. Herman Talmadge, whose administration is regarded by 
many as one of the most progressive in the state’s history, can crown 
his achievements with the purchase of Stone Mountain, one of the 


wonders of the world. 


A lease held by DeKalb County on the huge mass of gray granite 
expires at the end of this year and the private owners of the prop- 
erty could conceivably sell the mountain to commercial interests. 


Now is the time for the State of 
Georgia to act so that Stone Moun- 
tain and the Confederate Memorial 
project may be safeguarded and 
developed in the public intérest. 

Already, by act of the legisla- 
ture, an authority has been set up 
to develop Stone Mountain as a 
state park and tourist attraction if 
and when the state acquires the 
property. 

I would be a shame indeed if 
the towering mountain of rock, 
said by geologists to be one of the 
largest masses of exposed granite 
in the world, should fall into pri- 
vate hands and be exploited for 
purely commercial purposes. 

For half a century and perhaps 
even longer the mountain has been 
envisioned as a perfect monolith 
for an eloquent memorial to the 
Southern Confederacy, a monu- 
ment that would be unsurpassed 
in all the world. 

Switzerland’s famed Lion of Lu- 


cerne, carved upon the rock of, 
the Alps, would be dwarfed in pro- 


portion and magnificence by the 
heroic figures of the South tower- 
ing some 600 feet above the sur- 
rounding plains, 

That the memorial remains un- 
finished today is a discredit to the 
state. To permit the entire pro}- 

_ect, one which has captured the 
imagination ‘ successive gener- 


ations, to die would be a rank 
tragedy. 

Furthermore it would be a 
breach of faith with hundreds of 
school children who a number of 
years ago contributed their pen- 
nies, nickels and dimes to help fi- 
nance the memorial. 

Because we believe Stone Moun- 
tain belongs to the public and has 
become a part of our proud South- 
ern tradition, we urge the governor 
to take what steps are necessary 
to acquire the property for the peo- 
ple of Georgia.

Reveals GOP Rift 


WASHINGTON—The Senate vote on Senator 
McCarthy is significant at these points: 
1, It is a decisive, bipartisan vote. 


It is more —_ © 


than 3-to-1 both on the main charge—contempt of a Senate committee 
by refusing to testify on questions affecting himself—and on the final 


roll call. 


It comprises half of the Republican senators, all of the 


Democratic senators and the one independent senator. 


2. The vote shows that there are 
today 70 members of the United 
States Senate (out of 92 announced 
votes) who are no longer politically 
afraid to vote against Senator Mc- 
Carthy and the school of thought 
and action he represents. 

3. This vote is a solid decision 
by the Senate against what goes 
by the namé@ of “McCarthyism.” 
The technical points on which con- 
demnation was voted were not con- 
trolling. As the McCarthy support- 
ers rightly pointed out, the same 
complaints of flouting a Senate 
committee and abuse of witnesses 
could be made against other sen- 
ators in the past. The issue came 
to a head because Mr. McCarthy 
had come to represent a force, a 
viewpoint, a way of operating— 
and the Senate has officially re- 
jected it. 

4. The vote reveals a deep cleav- 
age within the Republican party 
and will almost inevitably add to 
the political forces which are tak- 
ing the right - wing Republicans 
farther away from the center-lead- 
ership of President Eisenhower. 

9. The Senate did not act to im- 
mobilize the congressional inves- 
tigative power; it acted to preserve 
and strengthen it. The Senate held, 
in effect, that it cannot expect 
others to respond to the authority 
of a Senate committee if the Sen- 
ate condones the refusal of Mr.

Joe McCarthy created 
a mild sensation when, at the first opportunity

Where there is need for congres 
sional investigation, let it be done 
rigorously and expeditiously, 

But the Senate has voted to in- 
sist upon orderly investigation. It 
has not voted for orderly non-in- 
vestigation. But it wants investi- 
gation first, not accusation first, 
and it wants accusation only when 
the facts have been determined. 

That’s the American way. It's 
nice to have the Senate vote for it,

TOKYO, Thursday, Dec. 9 (h— 
Premier Chou En-lai of Communist 
China today called the U.S.-Nation- 
alist mutual defense treaty ‘‘a 
grave provocation against the 
People’s Republic of China.”’ 


And unless the United States 
withdraws its forces from Nation- 
alist Formosa and Formosa Strait 
“it must take upon itself all the 
grave consequences,”’ Chou de-| 
clared in a statement broadcast 
by Peiping radio. 

“On behalf of the government of 
the People’s Republic of China,”’ 
Chou said, “I hereby declare: 

“Taiwan (Formosa) is China’s 
territory and (president) Chiang 
Kai-shek of Nationalist China is 
the public enemy ‘of the Chinese 
people. 

“To liberate Taiwan and liqui- 
date the traitorous Chiang Kai-shek 
clique is a matter which falls en- 
tirely within the scope of China’s 
sovereignty and internal affairs 
and no interference of any foreign 
country will be tolerated.”’ 

It was Chou’s second attack of

Chou repeated his charge made | 
Monday at a diplomatic reception 
that the treaty was designed to

“Threats of .war,”’ Chou said, 
“cannot shake the determination 
of the Chinese people to liberate 
Taiwan; they can only heighten 
the indignation of the Chinese peo- 
ple.”

Four other witnesses, some of 
whom hurled insults at the sub- 
committee, also invoked the fifth 
amendment in refusing to answer 
questions about communism, The 
senators questioned three coop- 
erative witnesses, one of whom 
minimized the Red danger. 

As the hearing ended, Sen. Pot- 
ter. (R-Mich), who presided in 
the absence of Sen. McCarthy, 
said there are no present plans 
for future. hearings.
